ALSO TAKE PLACE ON OCCASION MAY 22 MEETING. IF THIS 
SUGGESTION COMMENDS ITSELF AND ECAC IS AGREEABLE, 
MIGHT BE ADVISABLE SUGGEST THAT GOLDBERG ARRANGE BE 
IN PARIS AT THAT TIME. IF ABRAHAM DOES NOT SIT IN 

ON THOSE TALKS (SINCE IT WILL PRESUMABLY BE GOLDBERG'S 
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SHOW UNTIL HIS CHARCO GROUP SUBMITS ITS REPORT),
